Alle Prophets.) Having diſpatched the Logicall Ana- 

lyſis, and diuided che Text into its feuerall branches, 
in the former Setion : come we now ( Chrifto duce ) to 
the parciculars as they haue bin placed in the Diuiſion, 
And firſt of the firſt : namely the title, fa//e Prophets. The 
word Prophet is yſed in two ſenſes in the Scripture; in a 
ſtrict ſenſe, and in alarge : ina firict, andchus it js put for 
a prenunciator or forereller of things to come, being de- 
rived from the Greeke verbe reopyps, which fignifiech ro 
diuine: and of theſe diuiners there haue bin two ſorts : 
firlt, ſuch as did diuine truely and ſincerely, thus Agabs 
was atrue Propher, As 11.28. foretelling of a famine, 
which alſo came to paſſe in the dayes of Claudius Ceſar. 
Secondly, ſuch as did diuine falſely, or1f truely, yet not 
fincerely : ſuch as did diuine falſely, thus thoſe qoo. in 
1 King.22. which propheſied that Ahab might goe vp to 
Ramorth Gulead and profſper,were falſe Prophets, as appea- 
red by the euent. And thus the heathen Oracles, which 


prophelied (as © Saint Auguitine hath it) that the Chriſti 


an Religion ſhould continue bur 265. yeares, were found 
lying Oracles, our Religion bauing continued already a- 
boue fixteene hundred yeeres, Secondly, ſuch as did pre- 
nunciate truely but not ſincerely : rhus the © nine Sibyls 
which ſprung vp amongſt| the Heathen, and obgbefed 
concerning the incarnation of Chriſt, and of his comming 
to judgement , they were not to be-cſteemed true Pro» 
pheteſſes, becaute howſoeuer they predited many truths, 


yer they ſerued the diue!s rurne in that which they did : 


ſeeking the credit of his kingdome, and not the glory of 


God. Much like vnto ou: ynwitching witches, which doe 
ſome ſeeming good in the Common-wealth in helping

Although it 1s 
true we muſt take heed of harkning vnto ſuch ; but rather 
of ſuch impoſtors and ſeducers as tovke ypon them to be 
chiefe ſpeakers amongſt others,pretending either to ſpeak 
immediately from God by reuelation, as deified or rather 
diabolized femiliſts, or illuminated or rather occecated 
anabaptiſts and other enthuſiaſts make their deluded pro. 
ſclites beleeue they de, or elfe to ſpeake from the Oracle 
of Gods word by an eſpecial inſight as they ſuppoſe,giuen 


'ynto them to interpret Gods meaning in ſacred writ, as 


the Pope pretendeth he hath. 7G 

And lett that any ſhould erronijouſly iudge that by falſe 
Prophets here are meant onely crronious Miniſters, and 
ſuch as are in orders, wee. are to know that the word 
\avSorpotiTar, is according to the proper fignification as 
much as fal/o Prophete ; that is, ſuch as properly are not 
prophets, but onely pretend themſelues tobe fo : and in 
this reſpec falſe guides amongſt the people are as well 
meant here by pſeudoprophets,as amongſt the Miniſters.

ſucceeding Churches, becauſe he foreſaw by the ſpirit of | 
Propheſie, that many falſe Prophets would ariſe in after 
times, at. 24-24. he foreſaw Antichriſt ariſing in the 
Weſt in the Romane Chaire, from the dayes of Boniface 
the third, who ambitiouſly obtained of © Phocas the Em- 
perour,to be called the Xcumenicall or Vniuerſall Biſhop 
of the whole Chriſtian world; and therein approued him-

And hereticall Seducers are ficly compared to 
Wolues in| divers reſpects : Firlt , becauſe as Wolues 
are dull-fighted in the day , but quick- -fighted in the 
night, as <|one faith of them : euen ſo pernicious Sc 
ducers are oftentimes very acute and ſharp-witted for 
are|able in their faſhion, (having their ſer- 
pentine witts commonly exerciſed about nothing elſe 
to diſpute for| that, yea very idiots.

This man atxw i£ ay Spare yeredorg being metamorpho« 
ſed or changed from a man to a Woolte,as © Plato ſpeakes 
of a Tyrant, was diſcouered ro the forenamed Honourable 
Courrt,and teſtified againſt ypon the oathes,not of Knights 
of the Poſt, but of many honeſt conſcionable men, againſt 
whoſe perſons or ſayings, Hetherington himlefe the party 
defendant did propound no manner of exceptions; not- 
| withſtanding hee had ſufficient time allowed him by the 
Court, nor euer ſo much as offered to except againſt them 
| inany Legall courſe : by the teſtimonies of theſe vatainted 

Witneſſes, which were not 2 few, and whereof two were 
Miniſters of good note, it appeared and was proued, 

Firſt, that the ſaid Hetherington bauing beene by trade 
a Boxe-maker, caft off his trade,and betooke himſelfe to | 
be an interpreter of the Scripture to many perſons, not of 
bis owne Family, keeping priuate Conuenticles by the 
Lawes of this Realme prohibited, in the which Conuenti- 
cles: hee rooke ypon himto bee the chiefe ſpeaker, and in- 
ſtruRor in points of doctrine, and matters 'of Faith , gi- | 
uing many interpretations contrary to-the receiued Te- | 
nets taught and held in the Church of England.

{ amin feare of you. I anſwer, by Sabbaths in choſe pla- 
ces are meant certaine cxremoniall dayes amongſt the 
Tews;viz.their feaſt of Fabernacles,theirnew Moores. and 
the like : for theſe are tearmed Sabbaths, Lenit.23.

Good people, you haue heard in all the foregoing dil- 
courſe of falſe teachers, and alſo how many ſuch/at theſe 
dayes remaine among vs, ſeducing many in their priuare 
conuenticles : giue me leauc in the next place, by way of 
introduRtion, to ſhew you the reaſons wherefore the Lord 
ſuffereth ſuch in his Church, and then co propound ſome 
preſervatiues againſt ſeduRtion, which may ſerue for mat- 
ter of Exhortation. For the firſt of theſe ; The Lord fuſfe- 
reth Seducers in his Church with long patience,and doth -

(though it be neuer ſo vawholeſome)before that which is 
done in the publike Congregation : it is iuſt with God

And thus hauing ſhewed you the maine cauſes of your 
diſcaſe, I come now to giue or to apply vnto you ſome 
coraZziues, to cat out the dead fleſhof error or Hzrehie :

fell, and ſome other parts of the houſe, and fodainly dew 


ſtroyed a® multitude of them, and maimed others, which
